Councilmen criticize LEDA letter

The City Council unanimously voted 
last night to spend $309,000 In 1977-78 
block grant funds to reconstruct the fire 
station. 
But the votes were made with the hope 
that the city’s application for Public 
Works Grant Act money will be ap­ 
proved and those funds will be used in­ 
stead to reconstruct the fire station. 
If this happens, most of the $368,000 in 
’77-’78 federal Mock grant funds will go 
for paying off the senior citizen’s facility 
($75,000) and for a storm drain project 
($249,000). 
The city will be notified about its ap­ 
plication by the end of the month, said 
Gene Wahlers, city administrator. 
The council followed the recommenda­ 
tion by staff to finish financing of the fire 
station reconstruction. Some $45,000 in 
1976-’77 block grant fund money has 
already been budgeted for the project by 
council. 
Other projects have received some 
block grant funds and also need ad­ 
ditional financing to be completed. 
They are the senior citizens facility (a 
final payment of $75.000), the water 
reservoir ($600,000) and the electrical 
substation (a $1.2 to $1.4 million 
project.) 
According to a staff recommended list 
of priorities, the projects would be 
financed over the next three years with 
block grant funds. 
The city has also applied for Public 
Works Grant Acts funds to build the 
water reservoir, so there is a possibility 
block grant funds will not be needed to 
finance this project. 
During the fourth and final public 
hearing, Sandy Skinner of the Girls Club 
asked that $19,500 of the ’77-78 block 
grant money be used to rehabilitate the 
Girls Club. 
The council, though sympathetic, 
could not accommodate Ms. Skinner 
because such an action violates the 
guidelines of federal program. 
The city, among other reasons, cannot 
single out the Girts Club for funding, 
reported Jack Lam, community develop­ 
ment director. It would have to establish 
a rehabilitation area and make funds 


The building of a second fire station is 
in the long range plans of the dty, 
remarked Mayor Stevens. 
In other business, the council was in­ 
formed by Wahlers that the city’s 
liability insurance is increasing from 


$67,000 to $190,000 a year. 
Wahlers was given council approval to 
pay the liability policy, which expires in 
three days, on a month to month basis 
until a plan can be worked out to set-up a 
self-insurance plan. 
Trustees approve 
auto shop for H.S.

Trustees of Lompoc Unified School 
District Tuesday voted to build a new 
auto shop at Lompoc High School to 
fulfill hopes spawned 13 years ago 


— Approved the hiring of DEWCO, a 
food consultant, and the architectural 
firm of Arendt, Mosher, Grant, 
Pedersen and Phillips, to do a feasibility 
report on the district’s venture into food 
service. Law requires that the district 
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A letter from the Lompoc Economic 
Development Association (LEDA) to 
the City Council was strongly criticized 
by Councilman Joe Valencia and Charles 
Ward at the City Council meeting last 
night. 
Councilman Ward interpreted the let­ 
ter as saying even though LEDA is fail­ 
ing it is going “to continue to do things 
the way it wants,’’ regardless of what 
the council says. 
The letter which was signed by LEDA 
president Lloyd Spear and dated 
December 8, outlined why the city should 
continue funding LEDA at $20,000 a year 
to attract industry to Lompoc. 
The letter was recently requested by 
the council. 
Valencia objected to two paragraphs in 
the four-page letter, which he generally 
described as “defensive.’ 
The first controversial paragraph in­ 
dicated that although some councilmen 
wanted to see changes in LEDA manage­ 
ment. the LEDA board was elected by 
“ dues paying members of this 
organization’’ to manage LEDA and the 


board does not “concur that any person­ 
nel changes would benefit the LEDA at 
this time.’’ 
Valencia read this paragraph aloud 
and said that the city is a dues paying 
member of LEDA and contributes much 
more than any other member. 
The second paragraph read, “Your 
alternatives, then, are two-fold. You can 
either disband LEDA as it is presently 
constituted and throw its function to the 
city staff, or you can chooae to do 
nothing at all, in which calse LEDA func­ 
tions will cease within Lompoc. 
Here Valencia objected saying that 
there are many alternatives and the 
council will explore them. 
The councilman said the letter was in 
poor taste when LEDA is having so much 
trouble. 
“The letter makes me feel that LEDA 
doesn’t have the best personalities to at­ 
tract industry to the city,’’ he said. 
Councilman Ward remarked that for 
the city to support LEDA was “like pour­ 
ing sand down a rat hole." 
“We are just throwing away $20,000 a 
OPEC ministers facing 
debate on oil price hike 


year because LEDA has failed to fulfill 
its objective’’ he added. 
Valencia later said, “The city has put 
$105,000 in LEDA and no results ’’ 
Mayor E C. Stevens had not read the 
letter yet, but from what Valencia read 
aloud he said he felt the letter was not 
written with a “wise choice of words.” 
Councilwoman Charlotte Benton com­ 
mented that Valencia and Ward are 
criticizing LEDA without its full 
background. 
Councilwoman Elinor Lefkowitz noted 
that the council shouldn’t dwell on the 
negative aspects of the LEDA letter and 
that the future looks good for industry 
coming to Lompoc. 
Valencia said, “I still see a useful pur­ 
pose of LEDA. I want industry to come 
to Lompoc. I don’t like this letter which 
is like telling the council to sit on it.” 
The discussion ended with the council 
directing the city administrator to set up 
a joint public meeting between LEDA 
and the council

DOHA. Qatar (UPI) - Ministers of 
the Organization of Petroleum Ex­ 
porting Countries opened a crucial 
meeting today with Saudi Arabia calling 
for a six-month freeze on oil prices and 
other countries demanding hikes of up to 
25 per cent. 
Sheikh Ahmed Zaki Yamam of Saudi 
Arabia, the most important voice at the 
parley, said before the conference his 
country opposes any immediate increase 
because of the weak state of the world 
economy. 
Opening the conference, which is tak­ 
ing place amid intensive security, outgo­ 
ing OPEC President Mohammed Sadli of 
Indonesia said the oil ministers have “a 
heavy burden of global responsibility.” 
He said their decisions “will affect the 
state of health of the world not only now 
but for some time to come.” 
Officials said the ministers would im­ 
mediately begin work on the question of 
price revision. 
Since any OPEC decisions must be un­ 
animous, Yamani’s statement appeared 
to signal a hard-fought debate. But 


Yamani has said the same kind of thing 
before other OPEC meetings and then 
gone along with a price hike. 
The betting was still for a 10 per cent 
increase, which according to official 
U S estimates would add $12 billion to 
the world's annual bills. 
Yamani said Tuesday the Western 
economy is not strong enough to support 
an increase at this stage, although he ad­ 
ded the Saudi position might change un­ 
der pressure from other members of the 
13-nation OPEC cartel. 
“Our position in the past was to allow 
for a reasonable increase if the other 
members in OPEC insisted on it, taking 
into consideration that there was a 
strong recovery in the world economy,” 
Yamani said. 


“However, in the last month, watching 
the trend of recovery, we now believe the 
recovery is not as strong as we hoped for 
and therefore we have changed our posi­ 
tion and think that we have to freeze the 
oil price for another six months.”

PROVO, Utah (UPI) - Fourth 
District Judge J. Robert Bullock today 
rejected condemned killer Gary 
Gilmore’s plea for immediate execution, 
ordering him shot at sunrise Jan. 17 by a 
firing squad at Utah State Prison. 
“You don’t have the guts to carry out 
the law,” Gilmore angrily told the judge 
after he set the execution for more than 
a month away. “You are a moral 
coward. I’m going to seek my immediate 
release.” 
Gilmore instructed his attorneys to 
withdraw a motion to dismiss his peti­ 
tion for a writ of habeas corpus seeking 
his release from the death sentence on 
grounds his execution was not carried 
out within 60 days of sentencing. 
The condemned man had asked to be 
executed next Monday. 
Under Utah law, executions must be 
scheduled at least 30 days and not more 
than 60 days after sentencing. 
Gilmore's petition for a writ argues 
that his sentence ran out when he wasn’t 
executed within 60 days of his Oct. 7 
sentencing and that to keep him locked 
up any longer amounts to “cruel and un­ 
usual punishment.” 
Two previous execution dates — Nov. 
15 and Dec. 6 - were stayed, the first by 
order of Utah Gov. Calvin Rampton and 
the second by the U.S. Supreme Court. 
The nation’s highest court lifted its stay 
in a M decision on Monday. 
Judge Bullock said he interpreted the 
30-60 day rule to apply each time he set a 
new execution date. 


available for rehabilitation of all non- 
residential buildings in the area, in­ 
cluding other non-profit organizations 
besides the Girls Club.

He said that if an earthquake 
destroyed the city’s only fire station, the 
residents would be without fire trucks 
and equipment. A second station could 
prevent such a predicament. 
Resident Farley Beckett told the coun­ 
cil that an earthquake destroying the fire 
station is a real threat because the se­ 
cond story of the present fire station was 
destroyed by an earthquake many years 
ago

The new budding will provide separate 
facilities for engihe rebuilding and 
machining on the jp e hand and tuneup 
and troubleshooting on the other. A clas­ 
sroom will also be provided for auto fun­ 
damentals. The administrators said the 
facility will provide room for more stu­ 
dents in each area of automotive ac­ 
tivity. 
The expenditures for Cabrillo will 
provide eight new lathes and three mill­ 
ing machines.

3 killed: many hurt 
in Baghdad explosion

A powerful time bomb exploded in a 
suitcase Tuesday at Baghdad Inter­ 
national Airport, killing at least three 
persons and injuring hundreds of others, 
the Iraqi news agency said today. Iraq 
blamed Syria for the blast. 
In Tehran, an Iranian man who was at 
the airport told reporters he counted at 
least 14 dead. He said most of the vic­ 
tims were Moslem pilgrims from Egypt 
traveling to Mecca. 
In London, a British Airways 
spokesman said as many as 10 persons 
may have died and as many as 400 were 
wounded in the crowded terminal. 
Iraq blamed Syria for the suitcase 
bomb, which exploded at 7:15 p.m. in a 
customs lounge and ripped through the 
terminal building. 
“Security officials investigating the 
attack have determined that the opera­ 
tion was carried out by responsible 
Syrian officials at Damascus airport,” 


the agency said. 
“Damascus was the last place the 
plane landed before coming to Baghdad. 
The suitcase carrying the bomb was 
loaded onto the plane there. The suitcase 
did not belong to any of the passengers,” 
it said. 
Ten persons were “seriously injured” 
and "a very large number less seriously 
injured, including foreigners, women 
and children,” the Iraqi news agency 
said. 
The three fatalities reported in Iraq 
were a Saudi Arabian man and two 
Iraqis. 
Among the badly wounded were one 
West German, one Japanese and one 
Greek citizen, the agency said. 
The Iranian traveler, Sayed Morteza- 
Mosavi, said, “There were prohably 
many others killed due to the collapse of 
the airport roof. The authorities 
probably won’t know the full toll until 
they have cleared away the wreckage.” 


Council votes 
to pay part 
of PG&E bill 


The City Council voted last night to pay 
the undisputed portion of its PGItE bill 
for October and November. 
The city’s bill for bulk power for Oc­ 
tober is $139,442, but the city will be pay­ 
ing 
$107,118. The dty will be paying 
$129,886 of its November bill, although 
the total bill is $167,501. 
The action is being taken under the 
recommendation of the attorneys of the 
Northern California Power Agency, of 
which Lompoc is a member. 
Lompoc and three other California 
cities recently refused to pay their Oc­ 
tober electricity bills because PGItE is 
charging them for bulk power at a rate 
nearly twice as high as what it charges 
its household customers in other com­ 
munities. 
Now the four cities will pay their 
electricity bills, but not the differential 
between what PG&E charged them and 
what they feel the charge should be. 
Lompoc will deposit the differential 
amount in an interest-gathering account 
until the controversy is solved, the coun­ 
cil ruled 


House panel concludes 
all Ml As now dead 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A House 
committee came to the “sad conclusion” 
today that all Americans considered 
missing in action from the Vietnam War 
should be considered dead. 
“More than 2,500 Americans were not 
fully accounted for from that war,” the 
report of the House Select Committee on 
Missing Persons in Southeast Asia said 
in its final report. “At the end of direct 
American involvement, 1,100 of these 
were listed as killed in action, body not 
recovered, and 1,400 were listed as miss­ 
ing in action. Today, more than 750 men 
are still listed as MIA or POW. 
“The sad conclusion is that there is no 
evidence to indicate that any of these 
missing Americans are still alive,” the 
report said. 
The committee recommended creation 
of a special raiders’ force, like the one 
that assaulted a prison compound at Son 
Tayin North Vietnam, to “be readily 
available in the combat zone to exploit 
operational intelligence as it relates to 
captured personnel.” A staff member 
said that means a force ready for quick 
raids to rescue prisoners during any 


future war. 
The somewhat divided committee, 
headed by Rep G. V. Montgomery, D- 
Miss., said, “Our extensive investiga­ 
tions have led the selection committee to 
the conclusion that no Americans are 
still being held as prisoners as a result of 
the war in Indochina.” 
Because of the circumstances of some 
Americans’ being lost in combat, “a 
total accounting by the Indochinese 
governments is not possible and should 
not be expected,” the report added. 
It said there is evidence, nonetheless, 
that the Indochinese nations can account 
specifically for many of the missing and 
“may be capable of returning the re­ 
mains of more than 150 Americans.” 
Reps. Benjamin A. Gilman, R-N.Y., 
and Tennyson Guyer, R-Ohio, said in a 
dissenting report the committee should 
not end its work and thus “ de-emphasiae 
the importance of the POW-MIA issue ... 
We therefore feel the committee should 
continue its work at least until further 
progress in negotiations has been 
achieved and a reasonable accounting 
has begun.” 


Growth study 
to go to new 


County 
supervisors 
have

study based on county growth 
policies. 
Carpinteria Mayor Thomas 
Raycraft said he felt such a 
study was needed, in view of 
impacts he felt growth policies 
have, particularly on areas in 
the South Coast where water 
moratoriums are in effect. 
Raycraft said he authored a 
resolution adopted by Car­ 
pinteria City Council and sent 
to various city governments, 
school districts and special dis­ 
tricts in the county asking for 
their support. 
Planning D irector B ritt 
Johnson told the board such a 
study should be tabled until 
budget hearings next spring. He 
said he was concerned about 
the cost and number of man­ 
dated programs during this 
fiscal year and next fiscal year 
should be considered before any 
large expenditures should be 
authorized for the new proposed 
study. 


Environmental 
Coordinator 
Albert F. Reynolds said he was 
in agreement with objectives of 
such a study, but “it would take 
time and money” to carry out. 
Such a study would possibly 
require about $100,000 and up to 
two years to complete, the 
board was told. 
Board chairman Frank J. 
Frost said he felt even if such a 
study was one “ the results 
would be subject to different in­ 
terpretations.” 
Supervisor Francis H. Beat­ 
tie declared he felt the study 
was a “proper one” for the 
Planning D epartm ent. He 
thought it could be done in- 
house in conjunction with the 
finalization of the new County 
Comprehensive Plan.

The Board of Supervisors — 
this time unanimously — has 
reaffirmed that unleased Outer 
Continental Shelf 1 and gas 
tracts in the Santa Barbara 
Channel and adjacent to the 
Channel Islands should be ex­ 
empted from the federal 
government’s proposed Lease 
Sale 48. 
The board also agreed with 
County Environmental Coor­ 
dinator Albert F. Reynolds that 
nominations of the Bureau of 
Land Management (BLM) for 
Channel tracts selected for en­ 
vironmental review as lease 
candidates be officially op­ 
posed. 
Strong telegrams backing 
this position are being sent to 
the BLM's Los Angeles field of­ 
fice and the Interior Depart­ 
ment. 
The BLM went ahead with 
its nom inations although 
Interior Secretary Kleppe had 
said earlier he felt further 
Channel area leasing could be 


held up. Kleppe’s stand in 
reversal of earlier pronounce­ 
ments had been viewed in some 
quarters as political in an effort 
to show the Ford Aministration 
— prior to the Nov. 2 election — 
was showing environmental 
concern. 
But Reynolds said the fears 


that the government’s plans for 
Channel leasing have moved 
forward through sheer momen­ 
tum — despite Ford’s defeat at 
the polls — and that President 
C arter may be unable to 
reverse the tide, in view of huge 
expenditures for environmental 
review of the leasing program.

The Office of Environmental 
Quality will review a request to 
rezone a major parcel near 
down town Solvang and create 
47 lots at its meeting Thursday 
in the county Administration 
Bldg 
The Chalk Hills Development 
Co., represented by William 
Reelfs. wants to create 46 lots 
off Chalk Hill Rd. on 22,630 
square feet with the 47th lot to 
be the entire northern portion 
of the parcel consisting of 48 
acres. 
Located about 3,200 feet west 
of downtown Solvang, the appli­ 
cant would need to apply for an- 
nexation to the Solvang 
M unicipal Im provem ent 
District, acquire a General 
Plan Change from Agricultural 
to Residential and a zoning 
change. 


Community opposition to a 
four-way lot split of a 20.8 acre 
property in the Ballard area 
judged to be prime agricultural 
land has led to the Board of 
Supervisors overturning a 
recommendation of the County 
Planning Commission. 
The board granted the appeal 
of A. Bailey Potter, a lan­ 
downer in the area, filed 
against the planning body’s ac­ 
tion favoring the lot split by a 5- 
3 vote 
Owner of the property on the 
west side of Alamo Pintado 
Rd., south of Baseline Ave., is 
A1 R eece, according to 
testimony of his attorney. Dale 
Hanst, of Santa Barbara. Reece 
is listed on earlier Planning 
Department documents in the 
case as agent for owner Concet- 
ta Torvick, and Hanst said 
Reece recently purchased the 
property after the Valley 
agricultural rezoning study was 
completed and planners drop­ 
ped the property from the 
study. 
P o tte r 
said 
he 
was 
representing a group of 
property owners in the area 
determined to keep agricultural 
land from being urbanized He 
said his group was not aligned 
with any slow-growth move­ 
ment, but was willing to fight 
the “erosion of agricultural 
land for urban development ” 
Potter urged the county 
supervisors to act as “good 
stewards” of such valuable 
resources as prime land. 
Deputy County Agricultural 
Commissioner Joe Betz at­ 
tested to the fact the property 
was prime agricultural land 
which could grow anything 
produced in the Valley. It has 
been used for dry farming and 
Betz said it could produce a 
yield, for instance, of nine tons 


of alfalfa at $70 a ton, and thus 
was a viable piece of land for 
farming. 
The request was to divide the 
parcel into four parcels of from 
5.1 to 5.5 acres, utilizing a 
private sewer system, and 
water from the Santa Ynez 
Water Conservation District. 
Zoning of the property is 5- 
AL-0, allowing residential units 
on five acre plots. 
Hanst said the owner was en­ 
titled to break up the property 
under the zoning. He told the 
board that if it wanted to 


preserve agriculture in the 
Valley it should keep the bigger 
agricultural properties intact 
rather than seek to hold down 
division of small properties. 


Peggy G ardner, of the 
Gardner Ranch, Buellton area, 
said she agreed with County 
Environmental Coordinator 
Albert F. Reynolds that buffer 
zones such as Reynolds said 
could be established between 
Solvang and Ballard were im­ 
portant to achieve “to keep our 
Valley towns separated.”

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Woman rejects 
cabinet position 


ATLANTA (UPI) - One 
woman, Jane Cahill Pfeiffer, 
has turned down a Cabinet post 
offered by President-elect Jim­ 
my Carter, but at least four 
others remain prominently on 
his list of possible choices. 
The announcement of Mrs. 
Pfeiffer’s appointment to be 
commerce secretary had been 
expected at Carter’s Tuesday 
news conference, but he said in­ 
stead she asked that she not be 
considered for the job. 
She said later there were two 
reasons: Her marriage is her 
first priority and her husband 
would have been unable to ac­ 
company her to Washington; 
she had surgery for thyroid 
cancer a year ago and while in 
good health now, is uncertain 
she possesses the stamina for a 
Cabinet job. 
Mrs. Pfeiffer is a former vice 
president of the IBM Corp. So 
far no other names have been 
reported for the commerce 
position. 
Four other women in public 
life are frequently mentioned 
for possible appointments, and 
aides said there may be other 
women also under considera­ 
tion. 
Rep. Barbara Jordan of 
Texas has been interviewed by 
Carter. She earlier was said to 
be a possible attorney general, 
now is more frequently report­ 
ed to be one of those in line for 
secretary of the Health, Educa­ 
tion and W elfare D epart­ 
ment. 
Other women on the Carter 
list include U.S. Circuit Court 
Judge Shirley Hufstedler of Los 
Angeles as a possible attorney 
general; Duke University Vice 
President Juanita Kreps as a 
possible labor secretary, and 
P atricia Roberts H arris, 
former ambassador and former 
law dean at Howard University, 
as a possible attorney general 
or HEW secretary. 
On Tuesday Carter intro­ 
duced W. Michael Bhimenthal 
and Rep. Brock Adams, D- 
Wash., as treasury and tran­ 
sportation secretaries, and said 


he would announce at least one 
more appointment Thursday. 
Here is a list of Carter’s 
Cabinet so far and — based on 
whom he has interviewed and 
on various news reports — 
some prospective appointees; 
State — Cyrus Vance named 
Dec. S. 
Treasury — Blumenthal 
named Tuesday.

Dec. 3.

ATLANTA, Ga. (UPI) - City 
and county officials are confi­ 
dent after meeting with Jimmy 
Carter that he is committed to 
reorganizing the government

Fair skies, ex­ 
cept for patchy morning fog, 
with little temperature change

and ending bureaucratic red 
tape. 
As one official put it after 
Tuesday's m eeting at the 
Georgia governor’s mansion, 
“we’re leaving with even more 
than we expected.” 
The reason for the optimism 
on the question of government 
reorganization was Carter’s 
quoted assurance that he “will 
get it done or die trying.” Hie 
thrust of his plans “stole our 
thunder” according to another 
who attended. 
The President-elect met with 
two groups, one from the 
National Association of County 
Officials and the other from the 
National League of Cities and 
the U.S. Conference of Mayors. 


A participant said Carter as­ 
sured them he will appoint two 
presidential assistants — one to 
work with them on legislation, 
and the other to work on the ad­ 
ministration of programs af­ 
fecting localities. 


Both groups said Carter 
emphasized the cabinet would 
run the executive branch, and 
he would not attempt to do so 
from the White House. 


Newark Mayor Kenneth Gib­ 
son said his group was 
“heartened and enlightened' 
and said in any plan for a tax 
cut, the mayors "asked that the 
rebate be targeted” toward the 
poor whose spending would 
generate revenue for cities.

CHICAGO (UPI) - People 
and jobs are leaving the 
Northeast and Midwest and go­ 
ing to the nation’s Sunbelt 
regions because of unfair 
federal funding policies, a panel 
of congressmen was told by 
Midwesterners. 


“The South is still receiving a 
disproportionate amount of 
federal funds,” Illinois Gov. 
Daniel Walker said at a hearing 
Tuesday sponsored by the 
Northeast-Midwest Economic 
Advancement Coalition. 


“Present federal domestic 
spending policies contribute to 
regional economic disparities” 
not only through defense expen­ 
ditures, public works pro­ 
grams and other capital out­ 
lays, Walker said, but also 
through funding formulas that 
depend on population, poverty, 
per capita income, poor housing 
and welfare populations. 


Federal officials fail to take 
into account the heavier tax 
burdens in Northern areas. 
Thus, he said, Southern states 
are rewarded for lower tax 
programs at the expense of 
“states which are willing to tax 
themselves more heavily to 
provide better services.” 


Michigan Gov. William Milli- 
kin agreed with Walker, saying 
the allocation of federal funds 
“encourages development of 
the Sunbelt over the Midwest.

Brown, McCarthy differ 
on property tax relief 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
says it would be a “cruel hoax” 
on Californians if state taxes 
are raised to finance much- 
promised local property tax 
relief, but the legislature’s top 
Democrat figures a state tax 
boost may be necessary to do 
the job. 


“That's what I call Sac­ 
ramento arithmetic — raise 
taxes to lower taxes,” Brown 
said. “It’s a cruel hoax to get 
general tax relief with a 
general tax increase.” 
At separate meetings with 
reporters Tuesday, the two 
government leaders were asked 
about property tax relief, the 
No. 1 issue on the legislature's 
agenda for the coming session. 
And, the debate immediately 
heated up. 
Assembly Speaker Leo Mc­ 


Carthy, who has served as 
Brown’s chief ally in the As­ 
sem bly, spoke first. He 
declared it would be “difficult” 
for the state to provide 
meaningful help to homeowners 
and meet its other financial 
responsibilities without a tax 
raise somewhere. He also 
term ed th e Brown a d ­ 
ministration’s tentative $200 
million property tax relief plan 
for homeowners “inadequate.” 
McCarthy acknowledged his 
statement put him on course for 
a “ potential” clash with 
Brown, who clearly would like 
to avoid a tax increase. The ad­ 
ministrations’ tentative plan 
calls for financing homeowner 
relief from the existing sate 
budget surplus, not extra state 
taxes. 
“California already has the 
second highest taxes in the 
nation.” Brown said. “I’ll do 


everything I can to see that 
they don’t go up.” 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Federal Trade Commission an­ 
nounced today an investigation 
into the $29 billion-a-year life 
insurance industry to deter­ 
mine whether consumers are 
being hoodwinked on the costs 
of coverage. 
“Preliminary 
information 
available to the commission’s 
staff suggests that the cost to 
consumers for essentially the 
same life insurance protection 
varies greatly,” the FTC staff 
said in a fact sheet released 
along with the announcement of 
the investigation. 
“Examination of differences 
in costs of popular $25,000 whole 
life insurance policies issued in 
1972, for example, reveals that 
a purchaser could save thou­ 
sands of dollars over a 20-year 
period by buying a low, rather 
than hi^h cost, policy,” it ad­ 
ded. 
The situation may exist, it 
said, because there is a large 
variation in the kind of informa­ 
tion made available by in­ 
surance sellers to allow con­ 
sumers to comparison shop. 
There is also, it added, a 
tendency on the part of buyers 
to think that “premium” and 
“cost” are the same thing. The 
actual cost, it said, involves not 
only the size of the premiums 
but should take into account the 
cash values of the policies 
themselves and the amounts of 
money that are paid and 
received at different times. 
Ken White, a spokesman for 
the American Council of Life 


Insurance, which represents a 
sizable segment of the industry, 
said his group supports “the 
availability of all useful infor­ 
mation to assist the consumer 
in deciding on a purchase. 
“ We re not resisting the 
movement to require more 
useful information,” he said. 
He added that the council sup­ 
ports a model law drawn by the 
National Association of In­ 
surance Commissioners which 
“requires cost disclosures and 
utilizes a cost comparison 
method” for the consumer to 
use when looking at various 
policies. 
The model law has been 
adopted in Iowa and New 
Jersey while six other states 
have “similar laws” — Arkan­ 
sas, Texas, California, Wiscon­ 
sin, Pennsylvania and Oregon 
— White said. 
The FTC staff report said 
there was $2.1 trillion of life in­ 
surance in force in the United 
States in 1975, spread over 380 
million policies. In addition 27 
million new policies were is­ 
sued that year with a combined 
value of $293 billion, for which 
the buyers paid $29 billion in 
premiums.

Also 
named were the leaders and 
members of the Assembly’s 
other 19 standing commit­ 
tees. 
A moderate representing the 
San Joaquin Valley farm region 
of Fresno. Maddy said restora­ 
tion of the death penalty was “a 
critical issue in the minds of the 
people of California.” 
He foresaw ‘'good prospects” 
for legislative approval of a 
new capital punishment meas­ 
ure during the 1977 session, and 
speculated that Gov. Edmund 
G. Brown Jr. would either sign 


the bill or allow it to become 
law without his signature 
Maddy also said he would 
simultaneously seek enactment 
of a “fall-back” law guarantee­ 
ing that convicts sentenced to 
death could never be released 
from prison in the event any 
new capital punishment law is 
overturned by the courts, as 
California’s 1973 law was last 
week. 
The appointment of a Repub­ 
lican chairman was made 
despite the fact that Democrats 
hold their strongest majority in 
the Assembly this century, with 
only 23 Republicans in the 80- 
member house. 
One likely reason for the 
selection of the Firebaugh law­ 
maker is that during recent 


“law and order vs. civil liber­ 
ties” debates, the committee 
has been the vortex of con­ 
troversy and Maddy has 
managed to earn respect from 
both sides. 


Rabin survives 
crucial vote 
JERUSALEM (UPI) - The 
Israeli government has sur­ 
vived a no-confidence vote 
prompted by charges it violated 
the sabbath, but one legislator 
says the ruling coalition is held 
together only by “shoe string 
and prayer.” 


The vote Tuesday was 55-48 
with nine abstentions and un­ 
derscored the precarious posi­ 
tion of Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin’s Labor-led coalition 
government. 
"The coalition is literally 
held together by shoe string and 
prayer,” said one Labor party 
official. 
The coalition has 67 out of 120 
seats in Israel’s unicameral 
parliament. 
“The majority did not ex­ 
press confidence in the govern­ 
ment,” said Menachem Begin, 
leader of the Likud opposition 
bloc. “But that majority will 
keep trying until it does bet­ 
ter.”

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Scientists study space sailboat 
[ Armored war vehicle latest find 
Health care firms to be probed 


PASADENA (UPI) - While 
scientists waited for biological 
data to come back from the two 
life-seeking robots on Mars, 
plans were being studied today 
for a way to get a piece of Mars 
back to Earth using a "space 
sailboat.” 
“ It is generally agreed 
among the scientific com­ 
munity that the goal for Mars 
exploration is a Mars surface- 
sampler return mission,” Dr. 
Louis Friedman told UPI. 
The space sail, or “Solar 
Sailor," as Jet Propulsion 
Laboratory scientists call it, 
would be a half-mile square 
aluminum sail that would open 
in space and be pushed along by 
the force of tight from the sun. 
“The Nationl Aeronautics 
and Space Administration has 
several studies under way,” 
Friedman said. “One would in­ 
volve dropping a lander and 
having a robot device pick up a 
sample from the surface, and 
an ascent vehicle to take it to 
orbit. Another vehicle would br­ 


ing it back to an Earth-orbiting 
laboratory, or a space shuttle 
for analysis.” 
The vehicle that would carry 
it across the millions of miles of 
space would be the Solar Sailor. 
Friedman said NASA was 
studying the possibility of such 
a mission between 1986 and 1988 
with an interim mission to test 
the light-driven space craft. 


“The Solar sail carries no 
propulsion and does not need 
fuel to come back,” he said. 
“The sail can be either speeded 
up or slowed down depending on 
whether it faces away from the 
sun. or towards it.” 
He said the sail would push 
off from Earth's orbit at 67,000 
miles per hour, the speed at 
which Earth orbits the Sun. The 
force of light against the 
mirror-like sail would increase 
its speed to 130,000 miles an 
hour. 
The interim mission current­ 
ly under study, he said, would 
be to send the Solar Sailor to 
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meet Haley’s Comet which 
returns every 76 years. Its next 
pass near Earth will be In 1986. 
The sail would be launched in 
1982. 
“It would be a very good 
chance to demonstrate it,” 
Friedman said. “It could, in 
fact, continue on with the com­ 
et f we ver.” 
It would be the first close-up 
study of the dynamics of a com­ 
et. The spacecraft could send 
back data by radio for a long 
period of time, Friedman said. 
The Solar Sailor would be 
visible from Earth while it was 
in Earth orbit and after the sail 
had been deployed to catch the 
sun’s tight. 
The two Viking robots now on 
the Martian surface were to 
begin sending back data from 
on-going biological tests early 
next week. They were to get 
new instructions Thursday and 
Friday from Earth.

ONTARIO (UPI) - The latest hidden arsenal discovered, 
the fourth in Southern California in less than two weeks, in­ 
cluded a half track. 
The armored war vehicle, ilong with a pickup truck loaded 
with more machine guns and ammunition, was found at a 
cabin in the resort village of Wrightwood in the mountains 
west of Los Angeles Tuesday, said San Bernardino county 
sheriff’s deputies.

“For the moment we’re just trying to catch our breath, 
said deputy Bill Abernathie. 
“We’re posting a guard on what we found today in 
Wrightwood and trying to sort things out to see what we ve 
got here.”

It followed discovery of two tons of weapons scattered 
over mountainsides in the Wrightwood area, five tons buried 
in concrete bunkers in the Mojave desert and three tons 
found at the Ontario home of Donald Wiggins, 41, a foundry 


0iW?ggins was arraigned in Municipal Court Tuesday after­ 
noon on five counts of possession of illegal weapons. He 
pleaded innocent. Similar charges were pending in Los 
Angeles County for the Mojave cache. 
Judge David Merriam reduced Wiggins’ bail from $50,000 
to $15,000 and granted a motion by the District Attorney s of­ 
fice to take handwriting samples from Wiggins for com­ 
parison with notes found hidden in containers of buried ex- 


**Authorities did not say if the Wrightwood arsenal had been 
connected to Wiggins and the trove of weaponry found in the 
Mojave and at his home. 
. . 
Los Angeles County Sheriff Peter Pitchess has said he 
believes those arsenals were buried by a racist paramilitary 
group for use against the U.S. government. Anti-black, anti- 
semitic and anti-communist literature was discovered with 
the weapons. 
The weapons included ground-to-air antiaircraft missile», 
machine guns up to .50-caliber,mortars, bazookas, dynamite 
and other explosives, chemicals used to make napalm ana 
poison gas, pistols, hand grenades and other war materiel. 
Pitchess estimated the Mojave arsenal alone - only half 
of what has been discovered so far — could have armed a 
force of 200 men. 


Hughes probate judge 
orders all evidence 
LAS VEGAS, Nev. (UPI) - 
The judge charged with probat­ 
ing the “Mormon will” of 
Howard Hughes has ordered the 
Nevada attorney general to 
turn over all evidence gathered 
by an investigation of the 
mysterious document, in­ 
cluding an FBI fingerprint 
report that allegedly brands it a 
forgery. 
Nevada authorities reported­ 
ly found a fingerprint on the 
will’s envelope identified by the 
FBI as made by Melvin Dum- 
mar, the Utah gas station 
operator and “good Samaritan” 
who would inherit more than 
$100 million if it was declared 
genuine. 
But the judge ruled that, to 
lay rumors to rest, a trial 
should be held to determine the 
legitimacy of the will, even if 
the document’s legal sponsors 
give up on it as a fake. 
“This case is not going to be 
left in limbo,” District Court 
Judge Keith Hayes said Tues- 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Con­ 
gressional auditors were called 
today to testify on how officials 
of nonprofit firms providing 
health care to the blind, dis­ 
abled and aged may be siphon­ 
ing off federal funds into profit- 
making firms they also con­ 
trol. 
Associate Director Edward 
A. Densmore of the General Ac­ 
counting Office, an investiga­ 
tive arm of Congress, was 
called by the Senate Permanent 
Subcommittee on Investiga­ 
tions to testify on a GAO study 
of five California prepaid health 
plans. 
The committee also planned 
to hear testimony from HEW 
Department officials who are 
supposed to supervise the plans 
and from Internal Revenue Ser­ 
vice officials. 
The committee already has 
released a GAO report that 
shows Medicaid funds intended 
to provide care for welfare 
recipients flow Into a complex 
maze of corporations and 
partnerships linked with the 
nonprofit plans. 
Acting Chairman Sam Nunn, 
D-Ga., said the study also in­ 
dicates the nonprofit firms may 
be abusing their tax-exempt 
status by diverting funds to the 
associated profit-making firms. 
While the GAO’s investiga­ 


tion was limited to California 
prepaid plans, similar plans for 
providing care under Medicaid 
have been established in at 
least 13 other states. 
Earl Stanley DeNayer, an in­ 
vestigator for the California 
Department of Health, testified 
Tuesday that Family Health 
Program, Inc., a Long Beach 
nonprofit firm, tries to weed 
out blind, disabled and sick 
welfare recipients because they 
produce no profits. 
But Dr. Robert Gumbinder, 
president of Family Health, 
denied the charge under oath. 
“We do not engage in selec­ 
tive enrollment,” Gumbinder 
said. He said the only persons 
enrollment in Family Health’s 
prepaid plan were those ineligi­ 
ble under California’s so-called 
"Medi-Cal” program. 
DeNayer testified that Gum­ 
binder prepared a “layman’s 
guide” to help enrollers spot il­ 
lnesses and that sick welfare 
recipients were placed on a 
“blacklist” so they would not 
be brought into the program by 
other enrollers. 
The state inspector said he 
also had sworn affidavits by 
doctors formerly associated 
with Family Health showing 
that Gumbinder instructed doc­ 
tors not to provide expensive 
services to patients on fixed 


monthly fees. 
DeNayer said one Family 
Health official told him he was 
fired because he refused to sub­ 
mit ”a false statement” on the 
finances of an insurance com­ 
pany associated with Family 
Health as part of a tax 
avoidance scheme by Gumbin­ 
der. 
Gumbinder, who was not ac­ 
companied by a lawyer, dismis­ 
sed DeNayer’s testimony as 
“suspect” — saying it came for 
four former employes who had 
been fired. 
One, he said, had been fired 
for “incompetence and mental 
instability.” Another, he said, 
had been fired for "stealing ami 
dishonesty,” a third for “taking 
kickbacks” from enrollers.

Paralysis probed 
after flu shots 


ATLANTA (UPI) - State 
health departments across the 
nation today began efforts to 
determine if there is any con­ 
nection between swine flu vac­ 
cine and a creeping paralysis 
that hit at least 30 persons who 
were vaccinated. 
R eports of 54 cases of 
Guillain-Barre’ 
syndrome, 
known as “ascending paraly­ 
sis,” came from 10 states, ac­ 
cording to the national Center 
for bisease Control in Atlanta. 
“Thirty of these individuals 
had been vaccinated from one 
to 30 days before onset of il­ 
lness, 21 had not been vac­ 
cinated and the vaccination 
status is unknown in three 
cases,” a CDC spokesman said. 
The 10 states reporting cases 
of paralysis were Colorado, 
New Jersey, Alabama, Min­ 
nesota, Ohio, Maryland, Ok­ 
lahoma, Michigan, Virginia and 
Connecticut. 
The CDC, however, said, “the 
military services have reported 
no increase in the incidence of 
G uillain-B arre’ 
syndrome 
among active duty personnel” 
who have received flu shots. 
According to the CDC, the il­ 
lness is an infrequent, poorly 
understood and usually non- 
fa tal condition characterized by 
symmetric weakness in the 
limbs, Ion of sensation, dimin­ 
ished reflexes and sometimes 
more severe paralysis 
“However,” it said, "most 
patients do recover fully,” 
although there is no specific 
treatment other than general 
support of the patient. 
The spokesman said the dis­ 
ease usually begins as a rapidly 
developing weakness in the 
legs, with loss of sensation and 
diminished reflexes. The hands 
and arms become involved, and 
then the trunk, neck and face. 
In two-thirds of the cases, 


there is a pre-existing illness 
one or two weeks before onset 
of paralysis. The CDC said the 
Guillain-Barre’ syndrome may 
persist for weeks before com­ 
plete recovery. 
The reports of persons receiv­ 
ing swine flu shots and later 
developing paralysis was the 
latest in a series of blows 
sustained by the immunization 
program. 
The $135-million federal in­ 
oculation effort was almost 
killed by an insurance controv­ 
ersy that delayed it for months. 
Then, two weeks after the 
program started Oct. 1, there 
were reports of elderly persons 
dying following inoculation. 
Authorities said, however, the 
deaths were not connected to 
the flu shots. 


Disease discovered 
attacking alfalfa 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Federal and state scientists 
have confirmed the first dis­ 
covery in this country of a 
damaging European fungus dis­ 
ease which attacks alfalfa, the 
Agriculture Department says 
The disease, Verticillium 
Wilt, has long been known in 
Europe and frequently makes 
fields of susceptible alfalfa 
varieties nonproductive after 
only two harvest years, of­ 
ficials said. 
Spokesmen said in a state­ 
ment Tuesday that the disease 
was found in September in 
alfalfa fields in central and 
western Washington state and 
in north central Oregon. The 
fungus which causes the dis­ 
ease was identified by an 
Agriculture Department scien­ 
tist at Beltsville, Md., and con­ 
firm ed by researchers at 
Washington State and Oregon 
State Universities. 


Spaniards 
ballot 
today 
MADRID, Spain (UPI) 
Spaniards vote today in a 
national referendum on estab­ 
lishing a Westem-style democ­ 
racy to replace nearly 40 years 
of authoritarian rule. 
If, as expected, the govern­ 
ment’s reform program is ap­ 
proved, the system of the late 
G eneralissim o F rancisco 
Franco will be replaced with a 
Parliament based on universal 
suffrage. The first general elec­ 
tions would be held in the first 
half of 1977. 
In a referendum-eve televi­ 
sion appeal, Premier Adolfo 
Suarez called on the 22 million 
potential voters to approve the 
reforms to “make it possible 
for us Spaniards to restore our 
faith in being able to govern 
ourselves.” 
Suarez, named by King Juan 
Carlos to guide Spain toward 
democracy, said acts such as 
the kidnaping Saturday of a 
high government official will 
not alter the nation’s course 
toward democracy.

Wheat crop 
deteriorating 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Con­ 
tinuing dry, cold weather has 
left the nation’s 1977 winter 
wheat crop in fair but 
deteriorating condition, the 
Agriculture Department says. 
The agency’s weekly crop 
weather report, reviewing con­ 
ditions through last Sunday, 
said wheat in Kansas, the 
nation’s leading winter wheat 
state, “experienced further 
deterioration... because of cold, 
dry weather.” 
Nationally, the report said, 
the crop "remained in fair con­ 
dition... although some 
deterioration was experienced 
because of continuing below- 
normal temperatures and lads 
of moisture through most wheat 
areas.” 
“The lack of snow cover also 
became a critical factor over 
the Plains and Midwest, where 
adequate snow cover would 
give some protection against 
the sustained low t e m ­ 
peratures.” officials added. 
Agriculture Department 
agencies have not yet issued 
any official estimates of the 
amount of acreage planted to 
winter wheat or the potential 
size erf next year’s crop. But 
some officials have said they 
would welcome decisions by 
farmers to hold down 1977 
acreage in the wake of two suc­ 
cessive record crops and a 
growing wheat surplus. 
The current wheat condition 
reports deal only with winter 
wheat, which makes up the bulk 
of the national harvest. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - One 
of the first major decisions 
Brock Adams will have to make 
as secretary of transportation 
will be whether to permit con­ 
tinued Concorde landings at 
U.S. airports. 
He favored the landings in 
Congress earlier this year. 
Adams, nominated Tuesday 
by President-elect Jimmy Cart­ 
er for the Cabinet post, also 
voted for development of an 
American supersonic transport 
aircraft in the big funding fight 
of 1972. 
Environmentalists, opposed 
to the SST on grounds it creates 
noise and air pollution ami en­ 
dangers the ozone, consider 
Adams’ pro-SST votes as 
blemishes on a Congressional 
record that is otherwise lauda­ 
ble as far as most Democrats 
are concerned. 
Adams, 49, was elected in 
November to a seventh con­ 
secutive term in the Housle 
where he won the plaudits of 
Republicans as well as Demo­ 
crats for his role as the first 
chairman of the Budget Com­ 
mittee, a panel created in 1974 
to work with its Senate counter­ 
part in drafting a Congressional 
budget with spending limits 
locked into law. 
In 1972, when Congress voted 
to end funding for development 
of an American SST, Adams 
voted against deleting the 
funds, claiming it would work 
hardship on his Seattle, Wash., 
district where aerospace indus­ 
tries were the largest em­ 
ployers. 
In June 1976, Adams voted 
against a bill that would have 
banned SST landings at Kenne­ 
dy Airport in New York and 
Dulles International near Wash­ 
ington unless federal noise stan­ 
dards were met by the British- 
French supersonic airliners. 
The proposed ban failed. 
Transportation Secretary 
William Coleman approved on 
Feb. 4. 1976, a 16-month trial 
period for the fast planes to 
land at both Kennedy and 
Dulles. Adams presumably will 
have to decide whether to make 
the landing authority perma­ 
nent or even enlarge foreign 
SST operations over the United 
States.

Adverse impacts of urbaniza* 
tion on the Goleta Valley 
groundwater supply were 
sketched out Monday in a 
report drawn up by the County 
Office on Environm ental 
Quality (OEQ). 
Construction of homes, 
streets, commercial struc­ 
tures, parking lots and other 
developments covering ground 
areas which formerly provided 
areas of natural recharge has 
robbed the area of as much as 
25 per cent of its former 


recharge figures, it was stated. 
The report was filed by En­

“I asked for their advice and 
counsel.” he told reporters 
after the meeting. 
Brown has come under in­ 
creasing criticism from legis­ 
lators and business leaders 
about the state’s high unem­ 
ployment rate and a bad 
business climate attributed by 
some to state government ac­ 
tions. 
The governor said that he was 
planning to consult with a 
number of business leaders, 
farmers and conservationists 
during the next few months. 
The state’s tax structure and 
strict environmental quality 
standards have been blamed by 
some for creating a situation 
that keeps business from mov­ 
ing to California. Brown said 
that while he wanted to give the 
state's economy a boost, he also 
wanted to balance a “healthy 
environment and a healthy 
business climate.” 
“We want businesses that 
provide jobs and can conform 
with our environmental stan­ 
dards.” he said. 
John H. Gutfreund, a general 
partner with Salomon Brothers 
investment firm in New York, 
said the meeting with Brown 
was “most satisfactory.” 
Gutfreund said he and the 


others came to the meeting 
with the idea that state govern­ 
ment was less than friendly 
toward business but felt Brown 
was “making his best efforts to 
improve the situation.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sen. 
Robert Byrd of West Virginia 
appears to have virtually 
clinched election as Senate 
Democratic leader at the start 
of the 95th Congress in January. 
Sen. Ernest Hollings, D-S.C., 
withdrew from the race Tues­ 
day, leaving Senate Democrats 
with a two-way contest between 
Byrd and Sen. Hubert Hum­ 
phrey of Minnesota. 
Hollings said at least five of 
his supporters would swing to 
Byrd, putting the West Virgini­ 
an well over the 32 votes needed 
for election Jan. 4. He would 
succeed Senate Democratic 
Leader Mike Mansfield who is 
retiring. 
Humphrey, who last week 
urged Hollings to withdraw dur­ 
ing a nearly twp-hour meeting, 
was not available for comment. 
But a top aide said Humphrey 
“has no intention of dropping 
out at all.” 
“He feels good about it,” the 
aide said. “He feels he can win 
the race.” 
Byrd had an official “no com­ 
ment” on Hollings’ withdrawal 
but he told a friend this week 
that a conservative count gives 
him a “ comfortable first 
ballot” lead. 
Byrd, who has served as as­ 
sistant Senate Democratic 
leader since 1971, has consist­ 


ently claimed he has enough 
votes to win. But Humphrey 
said last week that Byrd has not 
locked up the race. 
Hollings said his count puts 
Byrd over the top. He credited 
Byrd with 32 votes and said five 
of his supporters would swing to 
the West Virginian and seven to 
Humphrey. 
But the Humphrey aide said 
his count gave Byrd a max­ 
imum of 26 votes. He said 
Humphrey has 21 committed 
votes and another “8 or so 


leaning.” The rest are consid­ 
ered undecided. 
The aide also said “we think 
we can get all of Hollings’ sup­ 
port with the exception of Sen. 
(Frank) Church” of Idaho. 
But Humphrey’s bid to over­ 
take Byrd suffered in the past 
two days. 
Sen. James Abourezk of South 
Dakota, listed by the anti-Byrd 
forces as a probable vote for 
Humphrey, declared for Byrd. 
So did Sen. Adlai Stevenson of 
Illinois.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
You can buy a police beat in San 
Francisco. 
It’s legal. And it’s a city 
tradition. 
The people who buy the beats 
— some of which have been in 
existence longer than the police 
department — are quasi-cops. 
They pay for the rights to 
provide private patrol service 
to merchants and residents. 
Ralph and Linnea Grebmeier, 
for instance, are a uniformed 
husband-and-wife team who 
paid $15,000 for exclusive rights 
to solicit business in one area. 
She used to be a clerk-typist, 
and he ran a scrap yard and 
sold antiques to raise money to 
purchase their beat. 
They often patrol their 
territory hand-in-hand 
And, like the others who own 
San Francisco’s 60 beats, they 
really are cops in a strong sense 
although they are described as 
“patrol special officers ” 
They are under the jurisdic­ 
tion of Police Capt. Joseph 
Flynn They must sign in at the 
Northern police station each 
night when they go to work. 
They must sign the log book 
and read the reports. They 
must call the station every two 
hours, using the street call 
boxes other cops use. 
If necessary, they can be 
called into service by police, 
and they must follow the same 
rules. 
“I’ve been bawled out by a 
sergeant for not wearing my 
hat while walking on the 
street,” Grebmeier says. 
The Grebmeiers charge cli­ 


ents from $25 to $400 a month 
for nightly patrol service. 
The beat system stems from 
the 1850s. when San Francisco 
was virtually a tent city 
because of numerous fires, and 
businessmen and residents 
hired their own cops to protect 
them. 
Beat buyers have been under 
Police Commission jurisdiction 
since the 1899 city charter. The 
commission must approve the 
sale of any beat. 
Furthermore, beat owners 
and assistants must take a 
special course at the Police 
Academy, and then are sworn 
in as peace officers.

Counsel 
rules on 
leash law 
The county’s leash law is en­ 
forceable throughout the coun­ 
ty’s unincorporated areas, in­ 
cluding lsla Vista, County 
Counsel George Kading told the 
Board of Supervisors Monday. 
His comment came after an 
Ida Vista welfare commission 
member, Joni Harris, credited 
the Ida Vista Municipal Ad­ 
visory Commission with 
alleviating a serious dog 
problem in the university com­ 
munity. In so saying, she men­ 
tioned that although the leash 
law isn’t observed, dogs must 
be licensed and vaccinated. 
Leash law is regarded as 
“unenforceable” in lsla Vista, 
she explained, because of 
human and dog density in the 
community and “there is no 
place to put the dogs” generally 
as in other types of com­ 
munities. 
But Ms. Harris said a recent 
plebiscite “opposed the leash 
law,” and contended the pre­ 
sent program there has brought 
about elimination of dog packs 
and many dog nuisances that 
used to persist. 
“Dogs don’t snatch children’s 
lunches at school any more,” 
she observed. 
David Hoskinson, a county 
animal control officer living in 
lsla Vista, has provided county 
aid in stabilizing the dog 
problem in lsla Vista, the board 
was told.

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Arroyo Grande bound? 


Evert Jones is 
out of work but 
has no regrets

Gerald Ford’s cabinet members aren’t the only guys 
thrown out of work by a changeover in leadership. 
Evert Jones, a man familiar to local football fans, is also 
out on the street looking for a job. 
Cabrillo’s first head football coach, Jones built an impres­ 
sive program at Cabrillo, then turned in his whistle three 
years ago to accept a job as assistant coach at the University 
of Utah under head coach Tom Lovatt. 
In eight varsity seasons at Cabrillo, Jones teams were 55- 
17-3. 
Jones went from a winner to a loser. In three seasons un­ 
der Lovatt, the Utes won five and lost 28. In big-time college 
football, a record like that is usually a ticket out of town for 
the coach. And his assistants. Lovatt and his staff were 
recently fired. 
Evert Jones is shopping around the western states for a 
job, either as a high school head coach or a college assistant. 
He has applied for the job at Arroyo Grande High, and if that 
school decides to fill its head coaching vacancy with 
someone from outside their school district, Jones would like­ 
ly have a very good shot at the job. 
At Cabrillo, Jones was known for his poise and pleasant 
disposition, as well as for winning. After three years of los­ 
ing, he sounded like the same old Evert Jones in a recent 
telephone interview. 
Is he sorry now that he left Cabrillo? 
“No, I’m not a bit unhappy with making the decision,' he 
said. “For professional growth, it’s been a good situation. 
I’ve learned a lot. It hasn’t been much fun — no. I shouldn’t 
say that. From Sunday to Friday, it’s been a lot of fun. Satur­ 
days have been heart-rending. But I think now I’ll be a better 
coach. All I need to know is where that’s going to be. ” 
Jones stated that he is “kind of disappointed with college 
coaching. There aren’t very many places vfhere you have an 
opportunity for success.” 
Most players, he said, prefer to attend a college near their 


home, a fact that makes it tough for a school like Utah to 
match the recruiting success of a UCLA or a USC. 
Alumni and school administrations, Jones added, often ex­ 
pect unrealistic success on a long-term basis. 
“A classic example is Jack Christensen of Stanford,” 
Jones said. “He had five consecutive winning seasons, but he 
gets fired. Now they’re looking for some magician to be his 
successor.” 
Jones pointed out that the six northern schools in the Pac-8 
have all fired coaches during the past two or three years, and 
that there have been several firings in his own conference, 
the Western Athletic, during the last few years. 
“People don’t realize that there are inequities. They want 
to be the champs.” 
One of Jones’ primary functions at Utah was recruiting 
high school prospects on the West coast. Many coaches con­ 
sider recruiting a chore, a grind. 
“I enjoyed it,” said Jones. “I can’t think of anything I’d 
rather do than talk with cdaches and meet kids and parents. 
But I didn’t enjoy being away from home.” 
Recruiting is a never-ending cycle. Trips to the coast in 
May for preliminary identification of prospects ... letters 
and phone calls to the prospects through the summer and fall 
... then, after the college season, it’s time for visits to homes 
and schools of prospects, more evaluations, then the active 
recruiting, till March ... then get ready for spring football 
practice and the start of the recruiting cycle. 
“111 miss recruiting if I get a job on the high school 
level,” Jones said, “but I won’t miss the travel. Plus, a guy 
has to do some recruiting in high school. If you’re going to be 
successful, you have to go out and get the good athletes in 
school to play football.” 
Jones describes himself as a “low key” type recruiter. 
“You have to learn to accept ’no’ as not being a personal 
rejection. I’m not hard-sell.” 
How successful was he as a recruiter? 


“I got some and I lost some. 1 would say I was a good 
recruiter, but the verdict is still out.” 
He got to Utah too late to do much recruiting his first 
season, and most of his recruits since then will just be 
reaching the varsity level next season. In other words, the 
next Utah coach will find out just how effective Jones was at 
rounding up talent. 
Asked to compare high school and college coaching, Jones 
remarked, “I don’t think the coaching’s a great deal dif­ 
ferent. At Cabrillo, we had a large staff, six varsity assis­ 
tants. so we coached in a very similar manner to Utah, 
where there were seven assistants.” 
Now seven unemployed assistants. 
"Know of any jobs?” Jones asked with a chuckle. 


Pete hits 51 
to welcome 
Elgin Baylor

They were the most productive games 
ever for two guards who sparked their 
teams to important victories Tuesday 
night. 
Ernie DiGregorio scored a career-high 
36 points in leading Buffalo to a 108-99 
triumph over the Phoenix Suns. The vic­ 
tory broke Buffalo's four-game losing 
streak and was the team's first win since 
all-pro center Bob McAdoo was traded to 
the New York Knicks last Wednesday. 
In New Orleans, Pete Maravich scored 
51 points, the best of his seven-year NBA 
career, to help the Jazz defeat Kansas 
City in the first game under new head 
coach Elgin Baylor. 
Phoenix Coach John MacLeod was im­ 
pressed with Buffalo’s performance 
without McAdoo. 
“I think, without McAdoo right now, 
they seem to be a better team as far as 
moving the ball is concerned,” MacL­ 
eod said “But any team would miss 
him.” 
DiGregorio. who regained his starting 
position this season after being con­ 
signed to the bench last year by former 
Braves' Coach Jack Ramsey, received a 
standing ovation from Buffalo fans with 
10 seconds left in the game after scoring 
14 points in the third period and 10 in the 
final period. 
The six-foot guard sank 14 of 23 shots 
from the field and all six free throw at­ 
tempts, giving him a streak of 49 
straight. 
Randy Smith added 22 points for Buf­ 
falo and John Shumate had 21. Ricky 
Sobers led Phoenix with 23 points. 
Maravich, the NBA’s leading scorer, 
got 20 of his 51 points in the third quarter 
as he broke his previous personal high of 
50 points set when he played for the 
Atlanta Hawks. 
The game was played before 6.129 
fans, the smallest crowd in the Louisiana 
Superdome this year, and the victory 
came just hours after the Jazz fired 
Coach Butch Van Breda Kolff and 
replaced him with Baylor. Baylor, a 
former star with the Los Angeles 
Lakers, retired from the NBA three 
seasons ago as the NBA’s third all-time 
leading scorer and served as Van Breda 
Kolff's assistant since 1974. 


Hawks 196, Lakers 194 
Ken Charles stole an inbounds pass and 
sank an offbalance, 22-foot shot at the 
buzzer to cap a frantic Atlanta rally. Los 
Angeles held a 104-97 lead with 90 se­ 
conds left, but Atlanta hit three free 
throws and Lou Hudson and Tom Barker 
scored baskets to set up Charles' winning 
shot. Hudson scored 32 points for the 
Hawks, while Kareem Abdul-Jabbar led

NEW YORK (UPI) - Pittsburgh’s 
Tony Dorsett, picking up awards as easi­ 
ly as he does touchdowns, added another 
honor to his growing collection Tuesday 
when he was named college football’s 
Player of the Year by the United Press 
International. 
Dorsett, who has also won the 
Heisman Trophy and been named to 
every postseason All-America squad, 
was a near unanimous choice for UPI 
Player of the Year honors in a balloting 
of 116 sports writers and sportscasters 
from across the nation. The 5-foot-ll, 
190-pound running back received 112 
votes with Southern California running 
back Ricky Bell getting two and 
Southern Illinois running back Andre 
Herrera and Nebraska quarterback 
Vince Ferragamo each getting one. 
Regarded by his coach Johnny Majors 
as a player who comes along “once in a 
lifetime,” the shifty Dorsett rushed for 
an NCAA record 1,948 yards this season 
and scored 22 touchdowns while leading 
Pitt to an 11-0 regular season record. 
Four times Dorsett rushed for more 
than 200 yards in a game and he bettered 
the 100-yard mark in all 11 of Pitt’s 
games to tie an NCAA record. 
During his four years at Pittsburgh, 
Dorsett became the first player to sur­ 
pass 6,000 career rushing yards (6,082) 
and he set or tied 14 NCAA records. He 
also established NCAA career records 
for most points scored (356), most 
seasons gaining 1,000 or more yards (4), 
most seasons gaining 1,500 or more yards 
(3), most rushes (1,074) and most all­ 
purpose rushing yardage (6,615). 
He also tied NCAA career records for 
most touchdowns (59) and most 100-yard 
games (33) 


“He is the best player we’ve ever 
played against,” said Penn State head 
coach Joe Patemo, “and that includes 
guys like Archie Griffin (the only two- 
time Heisman Trophy winner), Greg 
Pruitt, George Webster, Bubba Smith 
and Gary Beban. Tony Dorsett is the best 
player in America and it isn’t even 
close.” 
“I knew from the first time I ever saw 
him scrimmage he was something 
I special.” said Majors. "There are three

things I think that have made him the 
outstanding running back he is—his ap- 
| proach to practice, his use of his speed 
and his great anticipation He’s a great 
practice player. Never in the four years I 
had him have I ever had to tell him 
anything twice. 


“As long as I stay in coaching, I doubt 
seriously if I will ever have another 
player like him.”

Namath's future

NEW YORK (UPI) - Most heart- 
tugging tragedy of the entire year in 
sports was Luis Tiant’s loss of his father 
and mother, one right after the other, 
during the past few days. After his father 
died of a heart attack last Friday, the 
Boston pitcher had a nagging premoni­ 
tion that something might happen to his 
grieving mother. 
He felt she knew that also but didn’t 
want to tell him because it would only 
make him feel worse. Luis Tiant, Sr., an 
outstanding pitcher in his native Cuba, 
was as big a hero there as Adolfo Luque, 
Mike Gonzalez and Minnie Minoso. 
I’ll never forget him standing off to a 
side underneath the stands at Fenway 
Park waiting patiently while Luis Jr., 
was being mobbed for his autograph 
after shutting out Cincinnati in the 1975 
World Series’ opener. A special cop, who 
didn't know who he was, came up to him 
and wanted to know why he was standing 
there waiting 
“That’s my son,” ex­ 
plained the elder Tiant, pointing toward 
Luis Jr. The cop said, “he’s a great 
pitcher ” Luis Taint Sr., merely smiled 
“He’s an even better son,” he said ... 
Joe Namath’s future with the Jets still 
is up in the air and won’t be decided until 
after the Pro Bowl Game on Jan. 17. A 
lot will depend on how the new coach the 
team will pick feels about having 
Namath next season and how Namath 
feels about it himself. “It will be a com­ 
mon decision,” says Jets’ general 
manager A1 Ward, “depending upon the 
new coach, upon Joe and upon us We 
haven’t actually made a decision yet one 
way or the other.” ... 


The House Select Committee on 
Professional Sports gave Bowie Kuhn to 
understand that it won’t be satisfied with 
merely a “Rent-A-team” in Washington 
in 1978 They let him know this past 
weekend they want no part of a team like 
Baltimore playing only a few games 
there as was proposed at the baseball 
meetings in Los Angeles last week, They 
want a full time baseball team, and 
nothing less, so it’s back to the drawing 
board again ... 
Reds' manager Sparky Anderson has 
this to say about all the big money pay­ 
ments to free agents: “I’m not against 
the big stars getting as much as they 
can, but the jokers, the rinky-dinks, 
never!

Signs of the times

Artistic forms and styles 
come and go. What’s in vogue 
today is often in oblivion 
tomorrow. But the photograph 
and poster, both dating back 
to the 19th century, 
have 
proven themselves as works 
of art and as unrivaled reflec­ 
tions of the times in which 
they’re created. 
Alfred Eisenstaedt was one 
of the original Life magazine 
photographers. He stayed 
with Lue from its birth in 1936 
to its death in 1972. 
“ Eisenstaedt’s Album’’ is a 
scrapbook of his career. Like 
any family album, it’s per­ 
sonal, haphazardly compiled, 
and o ccasio nally self- 
indulgent. 
But 
the 
resemblance ends there. 
Eisenstaedt, after all, is a 
master of his art and his sub­ 
jects are the rich, the famous, 
presidents, kings, and movers 
and shakers of history. 
The 400 black and white 
photographs range from ex­ 
hibition quality to snapshots 
and their subjects range from 
George Bernard Shaw in the 
’90s to Arthur Miller in the 
’70s; from Albert Einstein to 
Clark Gable; from Adolph 
Hitler to Quern Elizabeth. In 
one photo, Katharine Hepburn 
models the hat she wore in 
“ The Philadelphia Story.” In 
another, Eleanor Roosevelt 
entertains the Shah of Iran at 
Hyde Park. Two other photos, 
taken in pre-Watergate days, 
show Haldem an 
and 
Erlichman scowling at the 
camera. 
Scrawled between photos 
are autographs, messages and 
doodles that “ Eisie” carefully 
collected over five decades. 
Walt Disney signs off with a 
sketch of Mickey Mouse, 
Robert Frost with a poem, 
Jonas Salk, uptight during the 
photo session, with the words:

It focuses on the down 
and out struggling to survive 
in depression and drought- 
ravaged rural America, and it 
does deliver, as its subtitle 
promises, “ A Classic Portrait 
of America and its People, 
1935-1943.” 
F.D.R. created the Farm 
Security 
Adm inistration 
(FSA) to resettle an es­ 
timated one million miserably 
poor, hungry migrants who 
roamed the country in search 
of work and their next meal. 
But to Congress and most of 
the public, this program was 
just another New [teal waste 
of time and money. And so to 
prove conclusively to them 
that one-third of the popula­ 
tion was indeed “ ill-housed, 
ill-clad and ill-nourished,” 
Roosevelt created the 
Historical Section of FSA, 
staffed by 11 photographers, 
hired to roam the country in 
search of poverty. 
It wasn’t hard to find. These 
photographers, among them 
the late Walker Evans, 
produced the largest collec­ 
tion of photos ever assembled 
in the U.S. (270,000 plus 200,- 
000 unprinted negatives) and 
the closest and most 
revealing portrait of a people 
ever drawn. Just a fraction of 
their shared vision (nearly 300 
photos) is contained in this 
magnificently produced and 
printed book. 
In one photograph, un­ 
employed laborers loiter 
before a general store in a 
deserted southern mining 
town. In another, three 
families, including 14 hungry 
children, camp out in the rain 
beside U.S. 99. A billboard 
advertising the Southern 
Pacific Railroad dominates 
the photo’s foreground. Its 
grotesque message — “Travel 


while you sleep, next time try 
the train” — is matched only 
by its drawing of a man

blissfully asleep between 
clean, white linens. 
Posters are perhaps the 
most dramatic and accessible 
signs of the times. “ Images of 
an Era” is a catalog of an ex­ 
hibit of the best of American 
posters, 1945-75, that has 
already been shown in U.S. 
museums and is currently be­ 
ing shown in Europe. 
“ Catalog,” however, is a mis­ 
leading term for this ex­ 
quisitely designed and printed 
collection; a book worth spen­ 
ding time with whether or not 
you’ve seen the exhibit. 
Some of the book’s 257 
posters are by “ author un­ 
known;” some by such stars 
as Andy Warhol; some adver­ 
tise social injustices, some 
politicians, some rode stars or 
chewing gum. 
Even a quick flip through 
this chronologically arranged 
book provides a stunningly ac­ 
curate guide to the twists and 
turns of the last three decades 
of American life. There is, for 
example, a proliferation of 
strong and angry posters from 
the 1960s and early 70s, reflec­ 
ting the proliferation of 
causes and movements. 
Since usually the more ex­ 
plicit a poster, the more effec­ 
tive, it should be no surprise 
that these years — when com­ 
plex issues were cast in black 
and white — produced such 
beauties. A 
1967 “ Black 
Power — White Power’’ 
poster shows a black man and 
a white man literally eating 
each other alive. A 1971 poster 
shows Richard Nixon, his 
head 
badly 
blurred, 
repeating: "Let me make 
myself perfectly clear.”

York club, Trie Other End, 
part of the big jam known as 
the Rolling 'niunder Review, 
now known as the Alpha Band, 
recently held fort, and what a 
great change of pace this band 
is! Led by T-Bone Burnett, 
Steven Soles, and m ulti­ 
instrumentalist David Man- 
field, The Alpha Band showed 
what good musicianship, the 
right attitude, and a good 
audience makes for: fun. 
They too called up friends 
from the audience to sit in and 
jam, and it was delightful. 
The Alpha Band plays a 
loose mix of country and folk 
styles that embraces virtually 
every other popular music 
style along the way, and the 
trip is without jarring bumps 
or pretensions. (As one of the 
friends stepped offstage after 
his one-song stint, he called 
out, “ where’s my lim o?” 
They are true iconoclasts, and 
what a welcome change that 
is on the pop music scene.) 
They have an album out, 
simply called “ The Alpha 
Band.” We recommend it to 
anyone as a prelude to a good 
time, or a good time in itself. 
And don’t miss them on tour. 
An unparalleled gathering 
of rock music’s most literate 
and successful musicians took 
place here on Thanksgiving 
for “ The Last Waltz,” an ap­ 
propriately titled farewell to 
one of the great groups, The 
Band, who have announced 
they will no longer tour. 
Bob Dylan, Joni Mitchell, 
Neil Young, NeU Diamond, 
Pan l B u tte rfie ld , Van

their final performance, each 
contributing at least two 
numbers from his or her own 
repertoire. Stephen Stills, Ron 
Wood, and Ringo Starr 
stopped by for a jam-packed 
fin ale of '“ I Shall Be 
Released.” 
The final jam was reminis­

On buying a used car 


Mr. and Mrs. D., a local cou­ 
ple, bought a used truck from a 
dealer in Lompoc. At his lot 
they had found a truck they 
liked, and it looked to be in good 
condition. On a test drive 
everything seemed all right, 
and it had four new tires. T?»e 
temperature gauge was broken, 
but that would be fixed they 
were told. So they agreed on a 
price, were given a 5 day trial 
and exchange period and a one 
year discount on parts and 
labor, signed the papers and 
became the owners. 


Less than two weeks later, 
however, the trouble started. 
Examination of the problem 
with the muffler showed that 
the entire exhaust system 
should be replaced. The muf­ 
flers were noisy to the point of 
being illegal, and had been at 
the time of the sale. They also 
d is c o v e re d 
th a t 
th e 
temperature gauge was still 
broken, and that the new tires 
were actually re-caps. So they 
were no longer satisfied with 
the truck or the sellers, but 
what recourse did they have? 
Technically very little. The 
sales terms with used merchan­ 
dise (vehicles, fu rn itu re, 
equipment) are generally 4‘as 
is” . That is, what you see at the 


time of the sale is what you get. 
The exhaust system was that 
way when they bought it. There 
was a verbal agreement to fix 
the temperature gauge, but no 
proof in writing. They might 
have been deliberately misled 
into believing the new re-caps 
were actually new tires, or it 
might have been the tires were 
actually misrepresented. 


But Mr. and Mrs. D. were for­ 
tunate. They took their dis­ 
satisfaction to the manager and 
got some consideration. The 
temperature gauge is being fix­ 
ed and the mufflers have been 
replaced at no cost. But the 
dealer felt he had no obligation 
to do anything about either the 
exhaust system, or the tires — 
there was no substantiation that 
false claims were made about 
the tires and the exhaust 
system was that way when they 
bought the truck. It's up to the 
buyer to spot the defects. 


In fact, it’s up to the buyer to 
protect himself in all phases of 
the transaction. Mr. and Mrs. 
D. got some degree of satisfac­ 
tion because the dealer was co­ 
operative — either because he 
is a just and honest person, or 
because as a car dealer in a 
smaller community ,he values 
his reputation, or both. A dealer 
in a larger community whose 
business doesn’t have to depend 
on his reputation might not 
have been so responsive. The 
buyer can avoid problems by 
being informed in two areas — 
how to evaluate the condition of 
the car. and how to avoid the 
traps in buying it. 


Many black Loyalists who 
sailed from the rebelling 
colonies for Nova Scotia were 
disappointed w ith th e ir 
fortune.

By Iak Dipper 
Tax deductions 
are possible

You’ve lived through it 
before. The date is April 13, 
and tee time is midnight. 
In the last four hours, 
you’ve breathed through half 
a pack of cigarettes and 
floated your bladder in six 
cups of coffee. On the table in 
front of you are stacks of bank 
statem ents, checks and 


receipts. 
You’ve claimed all possible 
deductions and are about to 
sign the form and put it in an 
envelope with a painfully 
written check. 
Before you seal that 
envelope, though, think a 
minute. Can you make one 
more deduction s because of 
your CB radio? » 
Now that may sound a little 
like deducting some expense] 
associated with youiM H M I 
recliner. But a CB can provide 
ir vibrating 


a real deduction for many 
CBers. 
Of course, the suggestions 
we offer aren’t solid^Nothing 
surrounding tax law really is. 
Some attorneys build great 
fortunes every time there’s a 
major rewrite in the federal 
tax laws. And the Internal 
Revenue Service is the last 


A few years ago, one finan­ 
cial publication asked five 
different IRS offices the same 
question about a tax problem 
and received five different 
answers. 
So what we have here are 
generally suggested practices 
and not the Gospel. 
If you use that CB as a 
member of a volunteer fire 
department, volunteer rescue 
squad or civil defense unit and 
are not paid for the services, 
then you can probably take a 
deduction if the set is required 
to get to the scene of the 
emergency. 
It’s considered an asset and 
can be depreciated over a 
period of years, and any 
repairs or replacement parts 
needed to keep it working are 
also deductible. 
Those deductions would be 
taken off like any charitable 


contributions. 
As a volunteer, you can also 
take off any out-of-pocket 
expenses directly related to the 
work. The IRS allows for gas 
and oil expenses incurred in 
operating your car for charity 
work if you have receipts. 
You can keep an account of 
travel and money spent in the 
volunteer work. For instance, 
if you had to go out of town on 
a charitable trip, the log book 
would reflect it and you would 
have the receipts to back it 
up. 

Th«steB^v»u’i provide you a 
big tax loophole, it won’t be as 
big a break as an extra kid or 
a big, uncollectable loan you 
made to your brother-in-law.

WASHINGTON — The United States 
could have held down the disastrous oil 
price rise, which threw the Western 
world into an economic tailspin in 1974. 
This is the view of Treasury Secretary 
William Simon, who worked behind the 
scenes to keep oil prices from soaring 
into orbit. 
As Simon recalls the events that led to 
the oil crisis, the Shah 
of Iran was the loudest 
advocate of extor­ 
tionary oil prices.

The year 2001 


We have just passed a bicentennial 
year in the United States and now we 
must look forward to the magical year 
2001. It is only 25 years away. It is 
magical in that it will mark not only the 
beginning of a new century, but also a 
new millenium. 
A group of experts, mostly top ex­ 
ecutives and planners with Continental 
Oil Co., appear to be 
thinking about this 
significant date. They 
took a peek at 2001 and 
came up with some en­ 
couraging prognosti­ 
cations about America 
and the world at the 
turn of the next cen­ 
tury. 
Here are some of 
the things they saw: 
P ro g re ss will be 
made on all of the 
w o r ld ’ s 
m a jo r 
problems. Hie rate of 
population growth is 
already slowing, they 
note, and industry’s 
baneful impact on the 
environment is lessening. 
The economics of individual nations 
will become increasingly interdepen­ 
dent, and this will provide the foundation 
— if not the necessity — for political 
cooperation. 
Energy requirements will increase 
more slowly, and we will be in an age of 
conservation and reclamation. For ex­ 
ample, the recycling of aluminum takes 
only five per cent of the energy needed to 
manufacture virgin aluminum. Recycled 
steel requires 75 per cent less energy 
than steel made from ore. 
The combination of telephone, video 
computer and cable television networks 
will become increasingly important in 
shopping and office work, greatly reduc­ 


ing the need to use transportation 
Politically, the terms liberal and con- 
servativu will be outdated by 2001, they 
say. In the years ahead, there will be 
more concern about the quality of life in 
Am erica, which would normally be 
called liberal, but it will be dealt with in 
a financially responsible way, which nor­ 
mally would be associated with conser­ 
vatism. 
In business, there will be a great deal 
of attention to ethics and the social 
responsibilities of corporations, but 
problems will be worked out in a spirit of 
cooperation rather than confrontation 
between business and government.

Henry Kissinger free at first to direct 
foreign policy During the changeover, 
no one spoke to the Shah. 


Simon has never been able to find out 
why the Shah was permitted to push oil 
prices out of sight. Some say that Kis­ 
singer wanted to make Iran the linchpin 
of the Persian Gulf and that the Shah 
needed the oil profits to pay for the build­ 
up. Others say that Washington secretly 
wanted high oil prices to slow the wheels 
of the other rival industrial powers, 
which were more dependent than the 
U.S. on oil imports. 
Whatever the reason, according to 
Simon, the American consumers have 
shelled out additional billions for 
petroleum products because no one 
spoke to the Shah. 
PAK’S PASSPORTS: Bo Hi Pak, a key 
figure in the South Korean influence 
scandal and the mouthpiece for the con­ 
troversial Rev. Sun Myung Moon, held 
two passports when he applied for per­ 
manent residence in the United States. 
He withheld this pertinent information 
from U.S. officials. The Immigration 
Service, at the request of Rep. Joshua 
Eilberg. D.-Pa., is quietly reviewing 
Pak’s immigration record for possible 
law violations. He could face deportation 
If the government can prove fraud in 
connection with his immigration status. 
Pak also had two separate visas — a 
diplomatic visa in one passport and a 
visitor’s visa in the other. Immigration 
officials told us that the most likely 
reason he kept two separate credentials 
was to obscure his comings and goings. 
P ak’s immigration files were ex­ 
amined by the House Immigration Sub­ 
committee, which found that he had 
received a diplomatic visa in Washington 
and a visitor’s visa in Seoul. He failed to 
inform the U.S. consul in Seoul, however, 
that he already had a valid diplomatic 
visa. 
Pak presented the passport with the 
diplomatic visa when he entered the 
country through Honolulu in January, 
1965. Again, he neglected to mention to 
immigration officials that he also held a 
visitor’s visa in another passport. 
In a private letter to Atty. Gen. 
Edward Levi, Rep. Eilberg has reported 
several irregularities in Pak’s immigra­ 
tion records. The most serious is the pos­ 
session of the double passports. 
Charged Eilberg, “ Colonel Pak did 
withhold pertinent information from 
both the U S. consul in Seoul and the im­ 
migration inspector in Honolulu. Had 
either or both of these officials been 
aware that Pak had in his possession two 
valid U.S. visas in two different pas­ 
sports, further questions and investiga­ 
tion certainly would have ensued. 
“ I feel that Colonel Pak was less than 


truthful with U.S. government officials 
and knowingly pursued this conduct with 
the realization that his immigration 
status might have been prejudiced if all 
of the facts were known.” 
Interestingly, the subcommittee also 
found that “ Colonel Pak had savings of 
$500 at the time of his application and 


w as a n ticip atin g an in com e, not 
specified, from the recently launched 
Korean Cultural and Freedom Foun­ 
dation.” The foundation has also figured 
in the South Korean scandal. 
Footnote: Pak was unavailable for 
comment. A spokesman for the Im­ 
migration Service refused comment.

That is what the 
Honorable J. William Middendorf II did, 
anyway, en route to the Antarctic on his 
farewell tour of duty. That epistle to the

singer, in his farewell 
tour of duty to Europe, 
cautioned against let­ 
ting down our guard in 
NATO 
What prompted Mr. 
Middendorf to write 
w as 
a 
s t r a n g e 
editorial in the New 
York Times, hailing 
the “ good news” that 
the Russians have suc- 
c e s s f u ll y M IRVed 
t h e i r 
s u b m a r i n e 
b allistics 
m issiles. 
Now this has to be 
stated plainly in order 
to be understood, because the New York 
Times editorial page is not repeat not 
written by Communists. The reasoning is 
based on the so-called Disequilibrium 
Doctrine, which holds that superpowers 
are best off when approximately equal in 
strength. If it should happen (the 
doctrine goes on) that one superpower 
achieved, or threatened to achieve, 
decisive superiority, why then the under­ 
dog, or prospective underdog, might 
reason that this is his last chance — and 
go to war, undertaking a preemptive 
strike. By this analysis, as long as 
Moscow didn’t have MIRVed missiles in 
its submarines, but we had MIRVed m is­ 
siles in our submarines, some people in 
Moscow would be whispering that the 
United States’ decisive advantage should 
be taken out in a first strike. 
S ecretary 
Middendorf 
wonders 
whether it isn’t time for a little good 
news in the opposite direction. He points 
out that the Soviet Union has just 
finished equipping its Kiev-class aircraft 
carrier with vertical-takeoff-and-landing 
aircraft. 
More, the Russians have 
developed a new missile for their Delta- 
class submarines. These missiles have a 
4,200-mile range and, in the words of the 
Secretary of the Navy, “ can reach every 
city in the United States from the home 
waters of the Soviet fleet.” 
Nor is that all. The Russians are 
developing a civil defense program 
designed to shelter “ a major portion of 
their urban population.” By contrast, our 
own civil defense program consists of 
one concrete cellar in Pocantico Hills, 
installed by Governor Rockefeller in the 
late 50’s when he was trying to interest 
everybody in home shelters. Instead, we 
developed ten years later an anti­ 
ballistics missile, authorized its deploy­ 
ment by a majority of one Senate vote — 
then abandoned the whole idea, in 
Moscow, in 1972, promising, via SALT I, 
never to do it again. We reverted to the 
doctrine of Mutual Assured Destruction, 
properly nicknamed MAD. Secretary 
Middendorf closes his communication by 
reminding us that the U.S. fleet has 40 
per cent fewer ships at sea than at the 
time of Pearl Harbor. 
Mr. Kissinger, in Brussels, was 
reacting to a proposal by the Soviet 
Union in two parts: I) The NATO 


countries and the Warsaw Pact countries 
should pledge that, in a combat situation, 
neither side would take the initative in 
using atomic bombs. And 2) the two 
alliances would further pledge not to ad­ 
mit any new members. What’s wrong 
with that is a) the preponderant military 
strength in Europe is theirs, not ours, so 
that an exchange of such a pledge would 
merely have the effect of guaranteeing 
Soviet military victory on the ground in 
Europe; and b) Spain is being considered 
as a prospective NATO partner, whereas 
there are no prospective Warsaw Pact 
countries, unless Brezhnev decides on 
another military conquest, or Italy goes 
Communist. The British Foreign 
Minister Mr. Anthony Crosland was 
more direct that Mr. Kissinger. He ap­ 
parently denounced the Soviet proposal 
to his colleagues as “ cheap propagan­ 
da.” 
Surely Mr. Carter, in his first State of 
the Union m essage, should address 
himself to the feverish military activity 
of the Soviet Union? Who are they arm ­ 
ing themselves against? Is there any 
prospective “ good news” at this end of 
the military world? Why is the burgeon­ 
ing strength of the Soviet Union of such 
little apparent concern to us, or to 
western Europe? 
How is it that the defense of Europe, 
on which, year after year, less and less 
money is spent as a percentage of the 
gross national product of Europe, is so 
far from the thought of a continent that 
knows the horror of war, and the 
superior horror of servitude, from such 
bitter experience during this century^ 
And, finally, will Henry Kissinger go on 
to write the definitive account of the 
dangers of detente?
